There is @ slight in- 
crease in pork holdings, but when 
the effects of the recent Imperial 
Conference begin to show and when 
Britain has got rid of her present 
large supplies, Canada will feel the 
benefit. 

“We have every reason to have 
faith in our country,” said Mr. Mc- 
Phail. “Recovery will be slow but I 
feel it will be sure and authorities 
who should know affirm that Canada 
will be back to normal times by the

Don't operate electric toys under a 
tree, or near cotton, paper oF other 
inflammable material. 

Don’t use a rickety step-ladder in 
decorating trees or hanging wreaths 
or decorations. 

Don't permit old Santa to get too 
close to fire. Whiskers, cotton trim- 
mings, etc., are highly inflammable. 

Don’t leave a lighted tree unwatch- 
ed, especially if children are near.
